Mason County Grand Jury Baturns In- 
dletaeata Agalnut Carnlral and 
DlsnMes t'lty Water Qae»i 
tioaatlwitlb 

The Mason County Grand Jury 
which Ima been in, session for several 
days adjourned this afternoon after 
making a long report on tne city wat- 
er situation recommending the Instull- 
atloii of a Altering plant and returning 
ten Indlctmenta, Ave of which' were 
kept secret until arrests are made. 

The Indlctmenta were returned as 
follows: 

Emma Wilson— Grand lareeny. 

Archie Rlgdon and Walter Craig— 
train Wrecking. 

K. G. Barkcot— operafinp gambling 
machines and devices. 

K. G. Barkoot^permlttlng the oper- 
ation of gambling machlnaa and de- 
vices in property under hia control. 

A. W. Roland— deeertiuK infant chil- 
dren. 

There were five secret indtctinents 
which the Jury did not desire publish- 
ed until arreats are made. The in- 
dlctmenta are for bootlegging, It was 
learned. - 

The Grand Jury report which was 
(lulle lengthy dwelt almost exclusive- 
ly on the city's water situation. Tlie 
report In full says: 
"To the Hon. C. D. Newell, Judge of 
the Mason Circuit Court: 

"The Oirand Jury for the March term 
of Maaon Circuit Court reports that 
they have been in session six days niui 
have examined about 50 witnesses an,! 
have returned 27 iniliciinont'i Tlu'. 
have examined the public buildings 
and And them In good condition nnii 
well kept They find the general con- 
dition of morals and conduct In Ma- 
son county good. The tiling most noed- 
ing to be called to the public's atten- 
tion, however, is the general sanitary 
situation In the City of Maysvllle. 

"The jury has made careful exami- 
nation of this matter and flnds the en- 
tire sawarage ayatem inauffldent, es- 
pecially in the Baft Bnd. They are 
advised that private vaults in many 
inataaces are not connected with sew- 
ers ahd no sewers are availnblo. 

"The water supply for ttie city of 
Maysvllle Is bad, In times of high 
water and worse when the water is 
dear. The chloride plant haa been In- 
etrectlvely operated and at times not 
operated at all. The river al the poini 
of Intake is very impure, owini; to the 
fact that for a mile above it, publii 
and private sewers empty into the 
rivekr and just otitsida the city llmlta, a 
creek carrying tha aawerage from 
numerous •residences empties In. The 
effect of the chloride when properly ap 
plied is to furnish the city of .Mays- 
ville with water in which tlic sewerage 
germs are merly dead instead of alive. 
If the intake was further out in the 
river it would help the trouble but not 
cure it A good sewer m the Baat end 
of >fay8vllle and the prohibiting of all 
sewerage into the river would be some 
help but Anally it is the judgment of 
tills body that only an up-to-dkte fil- 
ter plant will gtvo lliyavine water lit 
to drink. 

"If the Vktar Company la in eondl 

tlon to do this they should do so or 
suffer the penalty. If they are not, the 
citizens of .Maysvllle should at once 
take steps to provide against the ex- 
isting danger. 

"Incidentally the Grand Jury is ad- 
vised that there are now about 20 
cases of typhoid fever in the city of 
Maysvllle and none outaide In the 
county, whether this is traclble di- 
rect to the water, thev do not linow, 
liowever the jury desiits to urge upon 
the City of Maysvllle and the Waler 
Company, prompt and elaetlva action 
to ayoid the olatlag daagar. 

'A toltot on tte aaeond floor of the 
Court House Is very much needed.

Although this was not the regular 
year for ilie .Muy.sville school ofhclals 
to take the school census of the city, 
they elected to do so exveoting that 
the outcome of the census would show 
that liaysTllle had more children of 
school age than the eatimate by the 
State School authorities gave us. 

Superintendent Caplinger today an- 
nounced that the census just com- 
pleted shows that Maysvllle has 132 
more children of school age than the 
estimated figures of the State School 
authorities gav^ us. Basing their fig- 
ures on previous census figures, which 
had shown a loss for the past several 
years, the state authorities had esti- 
mated the number of school children 
In Maysvllle at 1099 but the figures 
just tabulated today ahow that there 
m e really 1281 children on achool age

Probably there bas not been mach doubt about the ability and 
effioienoy of the returning soldiers.

An em- 
ployer whose name is withheld had produced atatistics, Jiased on 
a survey of one month, showing that 64 per pent of the 200 re- 
turned soldiers have shown increased efficiency ranging up to 50 
per cent of their former Qsefnlneas. 

This is a gratifying result of a painstaking investigation. Tt 
should have the |immediate effect of reassuring all employers of 
men as to the ability of soldiers. Employers may take it for 
granted that military discipline endows the soldier witli a regard 
tor diligence, punctuality, and character. It is a fine approval of 
the demootttie army and the methods by ithieh it molds manhood 

"We believe that pmployrrs ponernlly may take this siirvcv 
as a guide for their future operations. They may feel sure of 
the ability of the soldier. Instead of returning to 'civilian life 
discouraged and dissntisfiod ho is returning with a keen desire to 
make his peacetime^ occupation as important as were his i^ilitary 
..duties.

Ueorg^ Washington was a careful 
farmer who believed thoroughly in 
fertilising his .soil even though new 
land waa almost to be had tor the ask- 
ing to Ua From the following 
entyr In his diary in April, 1760, it is 
very evident that he wa^expcrimcnt- 
iiis in various fortns of fertilizers at 
ilial early date; 

".Mixed my composts in a box with 
the apartments in the following man- 
ner, vis.

In No. 2 Is two pecks of sand earth 
and one of niar\p taken out of said 
field, which marie seemed a little in- 
clined to sand. No. 3 two pecks of 
aandearth and one of river sand. ■ 
1 baa a peek ot horse dung 

5 has mud taken out of creek 

6 has cow dung 

7 has marie from the gullies on the 
hillside which seemed to be purer than 
the other 

"8 sheep dung

hiUalde which seems purer than the 
other. 

"Clay got just heldw the parden 
"All mixed with the same quantity 
and aort of earth in tbe most effective 
manner by reducing the whole to a 
tolerable degree of ilneas sad rubbing 
them wen together on a cloth.

Washington, April Sodiiwaier, 
Ice cream, sundaes, nuil licer luid nil 
other soda fountWn drinks become 
taxable ThHradair under the revenue 
act Pive and tim-oent drlnka or dish- 
es will be taxed one oont, while fifteen 
or twenty-oent drinka will be taxed 
two cents, and the taxes will be col 
.lected from the |)uri haBer, unless the 
soda fountain keeper chooses to re 
duce his prioea ,to ineludo the extra 
tax Item. 

The queatlon of when drinka are 
taxable and when they may not be 
taxable, and the precise methods of 

collecting the lax, were discussed at 
length in a statedment issued yester- 
day by the Internal Revenue Bureau 
for guidance of proprietors and pa- 
trons of aoda tonntalna. 

Theae examplea were given of tax- 
able drinka when mixed and sold at 
the foundtalfr-tor oonaumptlon on the 
premises : 

Orangeade, lemonade, 'pineapple 
juice, coca-cola, root beer, moxle, 
phosphates, fruit and flavouring sy- 
rups, mixed with carbonated water or 
plain water, milk ahakes, malted 
shrakes, cream and egg shakes. Ice 
cream. Ice cream sodas, sundoes, ice 
cream sandwiches, flavorcil icon. 

Other drinks are not taxable. 

Local soda fountains will require 
the customers to pay the extra tax. 

U. 0. P. CONPEBENCS TO DECIDE 
OFPICIAL ATTITUDE ON LEAOrE 

Washington, April 30.— Telegrams 
were sent to all Republican senators 
.vesterday by Senator Lodge, of Mkasa- 
cliusetts. floor leader, and Senator 
Curtis, of aKnsas, whip, aaking that 
public expression of opinion upon the 
League of Nations covenant be with- 
held until a Republican conference 
could decide on what attitude ahould- 
be adopted. 
The message follows: 

"We suggest that Hepnbllcan 
senatora reserve final expressions 
of opinion respectin); the amend- 
ed league covenant until the 
latest (Ir.in li;iK hi'on carcfnlly 
studied and until there has been 
an opportunity for conference," 
It waa understood that no date has 
been fixed tor the oonferenee. 

Senator Lodge and other Republi- 
can leadera, it waa stated, have no in- 
tentioa pf aummoninK Kopuhiiran 
senators to Washington inmiediateiy. 
The Republicans will bo urged to give 
the revised draft of the covenant care- 
ful study preparatory to a eonferenee 
a few daya before the Senate meets. It 
was considered probable that various 
.'icnators now here would hold infor- 
mal confcrenco meanwhile with the 
Massachusetts senator.
